SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


You are all aware, at this time, of the havoc that has been caused over the 
entire State of Maine brought about by the Equalization Board of the State 
creased value of the land upon the ever rising cost and value of shore property. 
In order for the selectmen to offset a corresponding loss of approximately 
$16,000.00 in State Educational subsidies due to this raise in valuation it will 
mean that the valuation of all shore property will have to be raised approx- 
imately $250,000.00. 


We are also faced with corresponding losses in our matching funds under 
the State Aid Road building program, also higher rates for every other pro- 
gram that we, in conjunction with the State, finance. We are taking this last 
opportunity in asking all tax payers to submit to the Town Clerk all projects 
for building, re-building, including the installations of heating plants and baths. 
Unless we get much better co-operation, the contractors and builders of any 
of the above mentioned projects will have to face eventual possibility of being 
summoned to Court. 


We are lowering our estimated budget for the next fiscal year in some de- 
partments below the safety level, but until the school situation stablizes itself 
we can follow no other course. 


Last year, we did not spend our State Aid money since the amount on 
hand would not have been sufficient to half complete the job. In fiscal 1969 
it is our intention to use the 1968, 1969, and 1970 funds to start and com- 
plete the Mill Dam Project. We will have to petition the State Highway Com- 
missioner for permission to anticipate the 1970 State Aid allocation, but we 
do not expect any resistance on that account. 


In closing the Board of Selectmen want to thank all the tax payers for 
their co-operation in paying taxes when due and payable thereby making it 
unnecessary for us to borrow funds with which to operate during the past 
fiscal year. Deer Isle was the only Town in Hancock County that was able 
to meet each and every payroll without resorting to borrowing funds. This 
became a complex situation when the State was not able to pay its full 
amount due on Educational subsidies when the first installment was due. 


We are in hopes that by the time Town Meeting Day arrives we will have 
a more accurate picture of the amount of money we must raise under the 
newly formed School District.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Deer Isle 
in the year 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing, provided the following services in the town of Deer Isle: 


Visits have been made routinely to the schools to confer with the teachers 


in regard to the children and to plan for visits to the home when visual, hear- 
ing or other problems arose. 
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Physical examinations were given to the children in the sub-primary, fourth, 
eighth and twelfth grades as well as to the athletes and cheerleaders. Sixty- 
nine school children received physical examinations. Audiometer tests were 
given to twenty-two school children. The tuberculin (tine) test was given to 
twenty-seven children and five adults. An immunizations clinic for protection 
against smallpox, diphtheria-tetanus, poliomyelitis and measles will be held 
in the near future. 


Clinics, such as Crippled Children’s, Pediatric, Cardiac, Speech, Hard of 
Hearing, Maternal Infant Care (MIC) and Family Planning are available to 
those who have special need and on the recommendation of the family phy- 
sician. X-ray of the chest is available to patients who have tuberculosis and to 
the family and/or contacts. 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help people and the 
community as a whole to achieve and maintain optimal health. Your public 
health nurse carries out this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic and 
rehabilitative services to individuals and families in their homes; through 
health services in schools; and through organized community programs for 
prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


I wish to express my appreciation to Dr. Kopfmann, school personnel, 
and volunteers for the support given the public health program.

ISLAND MEDICAL AND DENTAL CENTER 


The third year of fund raising to build a Medical and Dental Center for 
Deer Isle and nearby areas has brought in contributions of $44,615.82. Ex- 
penses have reduced this to $35,840.68 on hand. Thirty-three thousand of 
this is in Bank Certificates and the rest in savings and checking accounts. 


During the past year, several changes in plans have had to be made by the 
Board of Trustees. The supervision and support furnished by Maine Coast 
Memorial Hospital was terminated. Dr. Jerry Wessel and Mrs. Harold Green- 
law sought positions elsewhere. The Hospital continued to pay for heat, 
power and telephone until February 1969. 


In order to have medical coverage at the temporary office in Stonington, 
Dr. Robert F. Russell from Castine Hospital attended Monday and Friday 
mornings. Dr. Richard Britt and Dr. John Murray Jr. of Blue Hill Hospital 
covered Tuesday and Thursday afternoons. Mrs. Friend Weiler has volun- 
teered her services as receptionist and office nurse. 
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The island has been very fortunate to have these services which have been 
well patronized. However the present temporary quarters have been unsatis- 
factory. The Board has been urged to find a more efficient rental until such 
time as a permanent place can be found or built. This should be accomplished 
shortly. 


After careful consideration, the Board has decided to reduce the size of 
the center to the immediate needs so that it can be built within the funds 
contributed. Contractors are being consulted and the possibility of purchasing 
and remodelling an existing building is being explored. 


The present doctors are convinced there is a need for a doctor on the is- 
land and since there is no dentist closer than 40 miles, the Board feels one is 
also desirable. [t is making every effort to meet these needs. 


Further contributions will be greatly appreciated.

MEMORIAL AMBULANCE CORPS 
1968 REPORT 


In this its second annual report to the citizens of our towns, the MEM- 
ORIAL AMBULANCE CORPS is pleased to state that 1968 was a year of 
progress. 


Even though in 1968 the number of calls—45—and the trip miles—Z713— 
approximated those for the eight months of operation in 1967, the Corps, 
through the assistance of our communities, made significant advances in op- 
erating procedures and available equipment. Early in 1968, a fund to replace 
the original vehicle was initiated and through the generosity of supporters was 
sufficient to procure a replacement ambulance in September, 1968. The ac- 
quisition of the vehicle, a Pontiac ambulance, included equipment normally 
obtained by additional purchases. Asa result, there are available at BOTH. 
the Deer Isle Fire House and the Stonington Town Hall a stretcher and a res- 
ucitator. Further, to back up the ambulance service when the vehicle is in 
operation, three station wagons in BOTH Deer Isle and Stonington are ready 
to respond to calls. Also there is a mutual agreement with the Peninsula Am- 
bulance Corps, Blue Hill, that the two corps supplement and support each 
others services. 


None of these services nor the improvement in equipment could have been 
attained without the time, effort and financial support given to your Corps. 
Monies were donated by individuals and by island groups. An ART SHOW by 
young folk, the AMBULANCE BENEFIT NIGHT at the Opera House, the 
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dinner at Isle-au Haut, the Eastern Star, the evening with Dr. Druckenmiller 
at the Saunders Congregational Church, the Reach Community Club, the 
July 4th lobster dinner under the auspices of the Corps and the Stonington 
P.T.A., the American Legion Dance, Les Chalets Francaise presentation 
of Brigadoon—All contributed to sustain and improve your ambulance ser- 
vice. 


The 2713 miles operated in 1968 cost $1,200.00, or approximately 44 
cents per mile. People who used the service donated $431.00 to help offset 
this cost. The balance of the cost, it is hoped, will be made through contin- 
uing donations from supporters. 


To all those who have assisted and who will in the future assist go the 
thanks of the Memorial Ambulance Corps and the gratitude of those who 
call upon its services. 


REPORT OF CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Deer Isle-Stonington Chamber of Commerce continued its activities 
in promoting the Island. The brochure was updated, and a new edition print- 
ed for distribution. The paid advertising continues to support the supplement- 
al map, which is very popular with the visiting public. 1968 enrollments to- 
taled ninety commercial, and sixty-six individual and family memberships. 


The information booth at Little Deer Isle was well patronized. Approxi- 
mately, one thousand tourists signed the register. Many visitors did not sign. 
Mrs. Beal reports that there were more people visiting the Island this past year 
than ever before. The major inquiries are for purchase of land, and rental of 
cottages, etc. 


The chamber again promoted the 4th of July celebration sponsored by the 
Towns. They introduced the A. A. U. sanctioned road race, which drew run- 
ners from all sections of the State, and was well received by the public. 


Interest in the Christmas Lighting contest was encouraging as manifested 
by the number of homes which participated. Prizes were awarded to the three 
most attractive in each Town. Judging was difficult, and many received hon- 
orable mention. 


The Board of Directors hope that the Chamber has contributed to the wel- 
fare of the Island, and will continue to solicit the support of its citizens to aid 
them in their future activities.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Discussions were continued in 1968 as to a Land Use Plan for the Town. 
As part of the Board’s formulation of recommendations for future use, con- 
ferences were proposed with developers of areas in Little Deer Isle and Deer 
Isle when such projects were determined. 


As in 1967, Board Members continued to attend conferences and hearings 
dealing with water pollution, the installation of septic tanks, waste disposal 
and related matters. Recommendations were presented requesting careful and 
regular examination as to any such installations and subsequent satisfactory 
reports thereon were received in 1968. 


Conferences with citizens and local groups will be carried on and coopera- 
tion with State and County Planning and Development Agencies will be con- 
tinued. It is also suggested that closer contact and exchange of ideas with the 
Planning Boards of neighboring towns should be pursued with mutual benefit. 


Above all else, however, the Board invites the views and suggestions from 
all residents of Deer Isle, both year round and seasonal, as to what kind, when 
and at what rate the types of environmental planning, which are inevitable, 
should be enacted, as is increasingly necessary. 


Daniel W. Torrey was reappointed to the Planning Board by the Board of 
Selectmen for another term expiring 1973.

I hereby submit the financial report of the school department and my second 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


School enrollment for the fall term was as follows: Sub-Primary, 19; Grade 
One, 14; Grade Two, 16; Grade Three, 19; Grade Four, 20; Grade Five, 14; 
Grade Six, 21; Grade Seven, 13; Grade Eight, 21; Grade Nine, 15; Grade Ten, 
12; Grade Eleven, 17; Grade Twelve, 15. Total SP-7, 136; Total 8-12, 80. 


Since this is my second report as your superintendent, I will briefly mention 
a few accomplishments of the past budget year. 


Improvements were made in the elementary school lunch kitchen to meet 
fire safety regulations and state school lunch requirements. 


Grade Eight was moved to the high school, thus eliminating one double grade 
at the elementary school. 


At this writing, I do not know what Deer Isle’s appropriation will be in the 
S. A.D. budget. The appropriations asked for in this report are to cover school 
pay rolls issued from the closing of books on January 15, 1969 to the organiza- 
tion of the new S. A. D. which will become effective February 13, 1969. Deer 
Isle’s share of the S. A. D. budget will be explained on February 28, 1969, at 
the district budget meeting. 


At this time I would like to express my thanks to my secretary, Mrs. Black- 
more; our fine school committee; all teachers and aides; and all the fine citizens 
of Deer Isle for making it a successful school year.
